Notes fr om Interview with Mr. George C. Miller, Director 
of Elint, DD/S&T, held on 25 January 1 971 


One of the fundamental purposes in bringing together 
all Agency Elint activities under a scientific directorate, 
along with OSA, was to provide protection for the airborne 
collection system — first the U-2, then the A-12, operating 
over denied territory. Later, with the addition to the 
Directorate of the Office of Scientific Intelligence, there 
was added the third dimension of being able to forecast the 
threat and to predict the vulnerability of the aircraft 
flying over hostile air defenses. With the further addition 
of the Foreign Missiles and Space Analysis Center to the 
equation, the defining of requirements, designing of cor- 
rectly tuned equipment, and feedback to OEL on how well or 
poorly they had performed in their collection and analysis 
was made possible. 


While OEL does not have as close relations with ORD as 
with other Offices of the Dir ectorate, the research on 

has been a building block for 

OEL in the designing of its equipment. OEL has also gained 
from cooperation with OCS in computerizing its collection 
and analysis operations. 

Research and development activities of OEL are princi- 
pally in the engineering field, and are largely carried 
out under contract with various electronic industries.
